Are Recognized 


High Court Steps 
Into Vacuum Left 
By Legislators 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The 


Supreme Court'has opened the 
doors to a double revolution in 
American life—and given it a 
new sense of justice-by step- 
ping into a vacuum in race and 
politics. 


The vacuum was created by 


the failure of the democratic 
process to wipe out two injus- 
tices which the ruling forces- 
white majorities and politicians 
—sought to ignore. 


The court has angered many 


with its willingness to act where 
all held back. But the alterna- 
tive was to let the democratic 
process 
decay, 
which 
would 


have been a confession of dem- 
ocratic failure and national im- 
potence. 


First Revolution 


The first revolution began just 


over 10 years ago when the 
court on May 17, 1954, declared 
the principle of racial segrega- 
tion unconstitutional by outlaw- 
Ing 
segregation 
in 
public 


schools. 


The second revolution began 


with three decisions — one in 
1962, two this year — that elec- 
tions to state legislatures and 
the House in Congress must be 
made more democratic by try- 
Ing to give all voters an equal 
voice. 


The court has been accused of 


usurping power. If Congress 
thought so, it would have tried 
to curb the court. It did not. In- 
itead, it accepted as law what 
the court did and has sought to 
conform to it. 


American Politics 


Thus to the rest of the world, 


not entangled in American pol- 
itics or its racial prejudices, the 
court stands as an expression of 
the national democratic con- 
science at the very moment this 
country seeks to be a demo- 
cratic symbol. 


While the Civil War freed the 


Negro, it never in practice made 
him equal to the white man. The 
Supreme Court blessed the in- 
equality by making it an official 
part of American life with its 
separate-but-equal decision of: 
1896. 


This said Negroes could be 


segregated so long as the treat- 
ment they got was equal to that 
given white people. The treat- 
ment became increasingly un- 
equal, particularly in the South 
but in the North, too. 


Democratic Processes 


The nation had more than half 


a century then in which, through 
Its democratic processes, to re- 
move the injustice but it sat 
back unwilling to move even 
though the rest of the world, 
with the colonial peoples freed, 
was rushing through one of the 
most revolutionary moments in 
all history. 


It was the court, not Congress.; 


which in 1954, finally said an 
end to unequal treatment of citi- 
zens. If the court had not acted, 
there was no indication Con-j 
gress would have acted for: 
another half century. 
j 


For the first 60 years of thisj 


century 
American politicians j 


largely ignored that other price-! 
less American possession: 
fullj 


enjoyment by all citizens of the 
democratic 
process, meaning 


equal representation. 


Population Shifts

Why? Because

In those 60 years there had been! 
vast shifts in populations from] 
cities to suburban areas. 


For example: A state's rural 


legislative district, which years j 
ago might have contained far! 
more people, now had 20.000. A] 
city district, which years ago; 
might have had far fewer peo- 
ple, now had 100.000. 


But each of those two districts, 


under arrangements set up back 
in 1900, was entitled «o only one j 
state representative in the leg-j 
Islature. Thus each farm vote! 
was now equal to five city votes, j 


Slate Constitutions 
j 


Although state constitutions in j 


many cases had provided forj 
such conditions, by requiring re-! 
apportionment every 10 years or 
so !o provide more or less equal 
voter representation, slate poli- 
ticians ignored their constitu- 
tions, did nothing. 


Nor did Congress, 
whose 


members come from the state*, 
do anything. Citizens protested 
but got no action. This went on 
for years. Finally, beiween 19K2 
and" 
last Monday the court 


stepped in. 


It ordered slates to redistrict 


according to population »o give 
their citizens a more equal say 
In electing state senators and 
representatives and members of 
the House in Congress. 


Without this action by the 


court,

Making Hiking Canteen Good 


'Do-It-Yourself Fun Project 


BY CAPPY DICK 


When you take a long hike 


and want to be sure of having 
good water to drink on the way, 
you should carry a canteen. 
Here's an easy way to make 
one at home, using only a glass 
pickle jar, some thick cord 
and some glue. The twine is 
| used to cover the bottle so the 
jsun cannot shine through and 
heat the contents. You carry the 
canteen over your shoulder as 
the hikers in Figure 3 are do- 
ing. 


Use a bottle that has a screw- 


type cover. 


Get a ball of stout, heavy 


cord. Tie one end of it firmly 
around the neck of the bottle 
Leave enough slack to make a 
shouluer strap, cut the cord and 
tie the end around the bottle's 
neck (Figure 1). 


Spread a thin coat of glue 


around the bottle a short dis- 
tance down from the neck and 
be«rin winding cord around the 
Blued surface (Figure 1.).

Byrnes Is Right 


Rep. John Byrnes is following the 


course of integrity as well as discretion in 
resisting the importuning 
from 
many 


sources for a premature release of the 
Wisconsin Republican national convention 
delegation which is pledged to his nominal 
candidacy as a "fa\onte son." 


The Byrnes candidacy device was ar- 


ranged to secure an uncommitted and 
objective delegation to the vital nominat- 
ing convention of the Republican party. 


The circumlocution was accepted by 


the rank and file party organization work- 
ers last spring and by the voters in the 
April delegate elections as a reasonable 
method of assuring a thoughtful review 
of the candidate alternatives, at a time 
when the candidates list was uncertain 
and incomplete, to say the least. 


The congressman and his 
associates 


said then and they have repeated many 
times that when they reach San Francisco 
they would invite all of the bidders for the 
nomination to address their Wisconsin cau- 
cus, and consider carefully their course of 
action, whether as a group, or as indi- 
viduals. 


To do anything less now would be the 


equivalent of a renunciation of those 
pledges, in appearance if not in fact. The 
Wisconsin delegation and its leader in 
effect have a compact with the voters of 
Wisconsin^ at least those of Republican • 
persuasion, not to mention the party or- 
ganization which they represent. 


The delegates will be under consider- 


able pressure during the remaining days 
before San Francisco to commit 
them- 


selves and especially by the front-running 
Sen. Goldwater and by Gov. Scranton who 
needs desperately some public evidence 
of backing in uncommitted states such as 
Wisconsin. 


But there are pragmatic as well as eth-

Byrnes delegation should be open-minded 
and noncommittal, at least until the con- 
vention opens and the candidate situation 
will almost surely be considerably clearer 
than it is now. 


Informed speculation has it that Sen.

But however optimistic his. delegate count 
is today, he may stumble before July 13. 
Along with many others in Wisconsin who 
have observed such matters over the years, 
we cannot avoid the recollection of Sen. 
Taft's position before the Chicago conven- 
tion in 1952. He appeared to be a strong 
favorite too- But he lost, and the signs 
of his defeat were obvious almost with the 
first crack of the gavel at that rally. While 
there is no Eisenhower on the Republican 
horizon to frustrate the best laid plans of 
Sen. Goldwater. there are signs of uncer- 
tainty in powerful party quarters that indi- 
cate the convention may yet take an un- 
expected course.

Purge is the big word in Brazil these

Frinzi has asserted in re- 


cent public statements that he 
will campaign state-wide and 
that he is building a network of 
local campaign committees.

ecutive has lost some friends 
during the last two years be- 
cause of developments associat- 
ed with his office and legislative 
program.

leader and weaken his campaign 
againsi the prospective Repub- 
lican n o m i n e e . Warren P. 
Knowles of New Richmond, in 
the general election in Novem- 
ber. 


Some Democrats of stature 


are speculating that such a re- 
sult is Frinzi's purpose in run- 
ning.

And now it has undertaken to 
say that the 50 states of the 
union cannot have their legis- 
lative houses based upon any 
form of representation the Con- 
stitution of the state may pro- 
claim. But must contorm to a 
formula set forth by the Su- 
preme Court of the 
United 


States itself. 


Court Decisions 


If the foregoing observations 


are considered too critical of the 
court's decisions, any doubts 
are dispelled by the actual 
words of the justices who dis- 
sented in the reapportionment 
cases handed down on Monday 
of this week. 


Justice Harlan, for example, 


declared that the failure of the 
court to consider the language 
of the Fourteenth Amendment— 
on which the court's opinion was 
based—"cannot be excused or 
explained by any concept of 
"developing' constitutionalism," 
he added: 


"It is meaningless to speak 


of constitutional 'development' 
when both the language and
